The previous statement also ap- 
plies to girls with problems, for 
Payne holds the newly-created 
position of student counselor at 
the high school. 

Time was when classes were 
small enough for each teacher to 
keep tabs on her students and 
when they showed signs that per- 
beeen problems were interfering 
with their school work could in- 
vestigate the root of the problem 
and take steps to remedy it. 

But now with unprecedented 
numbers of students overflowing 
the high school such personal at- 
tention by the teacher is impos- 
sible. 

In recognition of the need fox 
such service the office of student 
counselor was created. ‘eee 

Ernest Payne was chosen o fill 


the spot by virtue of his intimate 
acquaintance with particular prob- 
Jems arising in the area covered 
by Chaffey.

For Payne is a product, of the 
‘Ontario school system having re- 
ceived all of his first 14 years of 
education in Ontario. Upon grad- 
uating from Chaffey Payne attend- 
ed the University of Southern Cal- 
ifornia. and on graduation re- 
turned to Ontario to take up teach- 
ing as a career,

For 11 years he guided the des- 
tinies of Chaffey track teams 
while also teaching biology and 
botany in the high school class

Outside of his counselling du- 
ties, which now take up his entire 
school day and often stretch into 
the night, Payne is interested in 
nature study. 

Naturalist 

The.summers of 1935-43 he spent : 
as a member of the staff of nat- 
uralists at Yosemite.- Always in- 
terested in youth work he has 


the staff of Old Baldy Boy Scout 
camp at Tulakes. 

His work with youth and knowl- 
edge of problems arising at Chaf- 
fey form an invaluable background 
for the position. 

From morning until evening his 
office is filled with students, each 
with an important personal prob- 
lem requiring assistance of an 
understanding. and: trained ad- 
viser for solution. 

Sometimes it is an outside job 
interfering with schoolwork but 
necessary because of family needs. 
Othet times it is an emotional dis- 
‘urbance. Some of the problems 
seem trifling to everyone except 
the students affected. When un- 
able to work out a satisfactory 
solution Payne meets with par- 
ents, teachers, and perhaps the 
student’s pastor or employer in 
search of a satisfactory arrange- 
ment, 

Decide Studies 

Another important phase of the 
counselling job is the assistance 
of students in deciding on proper 

studies. Many students in the 
past have graduated from high 
school and having no inclination 
to continue their schooling have 
drifted into an occupation with- 
out sufficient training. 

Others have set their particular 
occupational field as their goal

WASHINGTON (/) — Senator 
J. Howard McGrath of Rhode Is- 
land was unanimously elected to- 
day ‘as the new chairman of the 
Democratic national committee. 
He succeeds Postmaster General 
Robert E. Hannegan, who resign- 
ed the post because of ill health. 

The committee, apparently bent 

on: selecting Philadelphia for its 
1948 national convention later in 
the day, received Hannegan’s res- 
igation with regret. Hannegan 
formally submitted the resigna- 
tion, announced weeks ago, after 
virtually calling on President Tru- 
man .to run for election in 1948 
and attacking the Republican 
leadership in the last Congress, 
* McGrath, who will be 44 next 
month, is a former U. S. solicitor 
general and governor of his state. 
In accepting the post, he lauded 
Mr. Truman's work. 

“With much of the world liv- 
ing in fear and discouragement, 
Harry S. Truman has become a 
great inspiration of confidence. He 
has grasped the reins of world 
leadership, he has spread the spir- 
it'of neighborliness and good-will 
among. nations that are composed 
of men of good-will. He is the 
beacon light to which democratic 
countries look for guidance into 
the bar harbors of peace and se- 
curity,”

Recommends Racial Segregation 


Wiped Out Of American Life Now 


WASHINGTON (/) — A com- 
mittee appointed by President 
Truman proposed today racial se- 
gregation be wiped out of Ameri- 
ean life “now.” 

Mr. Truman's committee on ci- 
vil rights, headed by President 
Charles E. Wilson of the General 
Electric Co., made 35 recommen- 
dations on explosive subjects in 
the whole civil rights field. 

It urged the enactment of Fed- 
eral anti-lynching, anti-poll tax, 
and fair employment practice law 
--three issues which have torn 
Congress with bitter struggles. 

It recommended that congress 
and the state legislatures outlaw 
segregation and _ discrimination 
based on race, color, creed, or a- 
tional origin, in such places as 
trains, buses, schools, hospitals, 
theatres, hotels, restaurants, the 
armed services, and private em- 
ployment. 

It proposed the states outlaw 
“restrictive covenants” by which 
property owners bind themselves 
not to sell or lease to “undesir- 
ables.” 

The 15-member committee said 
these measures, and many others, 
are needed to bring the nation 
nearer to full realization of “the 
American way” of fredom and

Debte Over 
Korea Question 


LAKE SUCCESS (/) -— The 
United Nations debate on Korea 
developed into a hitter wrangle 
today on whether representatives 
of the Korean people should be 
heard here and how these repre- 
sentatives should be chosen. 

The controversy was touched 
off by a Soviet proposal to invite 
“elected representatives” of the 
Koreans and was broadened when 
the United States proposed crea- 
tion of a temporary U. N. com- 
mission to supervise elections of 
such representatives. 

As the wrangle developed hoth 
Russia and the United States were 
accused of maneuvering to delay 
settlement of the problem, which 
has been deadlocked for the past 
18 months. Russia was accused 
by Belgium and the United States 
by the Soviet Ukraine. 

The new fight brought to a 
standstill debate on Secretary of 
State Marshall’s proposal for na- 
tional elections in Korea by next 
March, under U. N. supervision, 
and a Soviet counter-proposal for 
withdrawal of all U. S. and Sov- 
iet troops from Korea by Jan. 1.

Call Lavery 

After Biberman, the committee 
called Emmett Lavery, a ruddy- 
faced man of 45, who said he was 
“delighted and proud” to acknow- 
ledge he is a member and presi- 
dent of the Screen Writers guild. 

Lavery listed his works as ‘‘The 
Magnificent Yankee,” ‘Hitler's 
Children” and ‘‘Behind The Rising 
Sun,” among others. 

Almost as soon as he seated 
himself at the witness table, he 
said: 

“As a student of constitutional 
law, I am not sure this committee 
has the right to ask the questions 
it is asking. 

“But let me break your suspense 
at once. I am not a Communist. 
I never have been a Communist. 
I do not intend to become a Com- 
munist. 

“I am a Democrat, who in my 
youth was a Republican. Now if 
the committee would like to know 
why I became a Democrat. . .” 





Thomas interrupted, “the com- 
mittee is not interested.” 
Lavery told the committee 


“there are probably Communists 
in the Screen Writers guild,” but 
said their influence ‘is not half 
:as much as they make out.” 

Asked if John Howard Lawson 
and other Screen Guild membets 
named as Communists by witness- 
es before the committee are Com- 
munists, Lavery said “I have no 
information.” 

He added that some of the same 
groups that have called him a 
Communist have called others 
Communists, and he could not be 
guided by the opinions of those 
groups.

Indict Romanian 
Peasant Leader 


BUCHAREST, Romania (#)— 
A military tribunal indictment ac- 
cused Dy, Juliu Maniu, aged lead- 
er of the opposition National Peas- 
ant party, today of conniving with 
U. S. representatives and striv- 
ing to bring about foreign inter- 
vention in Romania. 

Eighteen of Maniu’s associates 
also were on trial. ‘They had been 
under arrest sincé summer but 
charges were not specified until 
today. (The United States had 
protested twice to Romania about 
the arrests.) 

The lengthy indictment assert- 
ed a letter from Dean Acheson, 
former U. S. under secretary of 
state, had been found in Maniu’s- 
secret files and the letter dissuad- 
ed Maniu from using violence “at 
the moment”. 

The letter was alleged to have 
been in reference to a meeting in 
April of Maniu and Burton Y. 
Berry, U. S. Minister to Romania. 

The indictment alleged that 75- 
year-old Maniu asked Berry 
whether the party should use vio- 
lence and the U. S. representa- 
tive replied this was an “essen- 
tial que stion” which he would re- 
fer to Washington. ° 

The indictment asserted Maniu 
misinformed Berry of the political 
situation in Romania and demand- 
ed the United States should send 
diplomatic notes, which later 
came, 


Start Hughes 
Probe Monday 


WASHINGTON (/) — A sub- 
dued start appears in prospect for 
Monday’s reopening of the sensa- 
tion-packed Congressional inquiry 
into Howard Hughes’ wartime air- 
plane contracts.
